Constantly Changing In Height—The Total 
Downward Movement In the Past Few 
Years Is Ahout Four Inchea— Secretary 
Bayard and Knvoy Sedgwick— Notes. 

Washikotow, Bept. 8.— Mr. Greene, CoL 
Casey's assistant in charge of the Wasblng- 
nt, has been making scientific 
ol>servatioiis of the structure with a view to 
noting any change of position. The ob- 
servation prove* that the shaking bad not 
the »lighte..t effect upon the monument A* 
compared with one month ago the monument 
is a one two-thousandth part of a foot higher. 
In measuring such almost infinitesimal dhv 
tances instruments of the utmost precision 
give varying results, and the real change* of 
posit ion cannot be determined by taking the 
general average of a *erie« of observations. 

These shows a downward progress at the 
rate of about one thousand part of a foot 
each month. Sometimes the otwervatton 
■how* an apparant settling of about twice 
that distance, but in *uch cases the observa- 
tion a month later will usually denote a ces- 
sation, or an apparent reversal of the move- 
ment. The total downward movement of 
the structure during ' the last few year* is 
about four inches.
